PATRICK HENRY 


For the average American youth, there are few phrases in 
American Revolutionary history that are as vibrant, or as 
thrilling as those that were poured forth by the dynamic 
oratory of Patrick Henry, and which were climaxed by his 
immemorial ‘‘Give me Liberty, or Give me Death”’ 


Red Hill is located near Brookneal, Campbell County, Vir 
ginia. It is a delightful spot, and the view from it is superb 
Southward it stretches over the rich valley of the Staunton, 
and westward the lofty peaks of the Blue Ridge are dimly 
discernible 


Patrick Henry’s early life was spent in a merciless struggle 
with poverty. He was born on May 29th, 1736, in Hanover 
Countv, Va., and it was not until after he was fifty years old. 
that he rose from the shiftless roustabout of his early years, 
to a successful statesman. He served with Washington as a 
delegate to the First Continental Congress. In 1776 he carried 
the vote of the Virginia Convention for Independence. In the 
same year he became the first Governor of the new state and 
was re-elected four times. 


He retired from public life in 1791 and began the development 
of his estate at Red Hill, an occupation from which he de- 
tived much pleasure. He loved the magnificent trees, and the 
simple colonial garden, and it was his custom to arise every 
morning at dawn for a stroll through his gardens. He died 
June 6th, 1799, and was buried at Red Hill.

(Peas and Beans) (nitrogen gatherers) interspersed throughout the garden to benefit the soil; tall growing crops on north or west side of garden 
so as not to shade dwarfer growing vegetables; winter roots remaining in ground are in outside row; rows running lengthwise of the garden for 
ease and rapidity of cultivation with a wheel hoe, described on page 126.

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East side of garden preferably—south if necessary—100 feet or more in length.

ANNUAL FLOWER SEEDS 


These complete the cycle of their existence, growing from seed to 
seed in one year. Many sorts require to be sown in some sheltered 
situation such as a greenhouse, cold frame, or window box about a 
month before they may be planted outdoors. This is necessary not 
only on account of their tenderness, but also because they need more 
time for development, and by sowing thus early, the growing season 
is proportionately prolonged. Others may be sown where they are 
to stand, in which case they require careful attention for the first 
few weeks. 


_ While there is no class of plants that will survive better under 
Tigorous conditions, yet in order to achieve the best results they should 
be planted where they can obtain ample sunlight, may be easily 
watered, and, in case of early frost, may be quickly protected. 


A continuity of bloom may be secured by occasional sowings of 
many sorts. In the latitude of New York these sowings may be 
made as late as June 15th. 


Biennial Flower Seeds—These grow from seed the first year, then 
flower and die the following year. Some are grown as annuals.

PERENNIAL FLOWER SEEDS 


The great charm of Perennials lies in their permanence. Once 
established they are a constant source of pleasure, and among the 
most interesting plants in our gardens, presenting a variety of size, 
form and color so great as to fit them for almost every conceivable 
purpose in the garden. Some may be made to thrive under most 
unkind conditions, while others require skilful cultivation. 

A very large proportion of the Perennial plants that may be grown 
from seed have great value as cut flowers, particularly so because of 
their great substance, which enables them to stand up well long after 
cutting. 

Notwithstanding their individual charm, they are most effective 
when planted in a mixed border, where by arranging them according 
to height, color and season of flowering, an attractive display may 
be had from the earliest days of spring, all through the summer, 
and even after the first frosts herald the approach of winter. 

Perennials are generally raised from seed sown from early spring 
to about August 1st, in the latitude of New York. 

Treated thus, they make strong plants which may be planted in a 
permanent situation early enough in the fall to enable them to winter 
safely.

If a bank or terrace already existing is utilized, 
loosen it up with a pickaxe and add more soil. Place the stones in 
position, but work the soil well around to prevent air spaces. 

Preparations for a Rock Garden must be made ahead, if Perennials 
are used, as they do not bloom the first year. Seeds should be planted 
outdoors on the rock garden in the places they are to grow, early in 
spring and up to July 15th. We recommend planting Darwin Tulips 
and other bulbs in Rock Gardens to provide a show in spring.
